I'UTNEY, March 28.— The 53rd Ijoat 
ract^ .between Oxford and Cambridoe 
was won \iy tlio former to-diiy Ijy nhotit 
a third of a length, atter a most eKoiliii).; 
liiiish. Oxford lias thus won thirty 
races of tlie aerius to twetity-lwn won liy 
Cambridge, the deud-lioal in 1S.S7 
mating up the total number pulled. 
This is the seventh year in succeHsion 
that O.\ford deteafed Ciiui bridjje. 

The tiiiiG waH L'0.04, and the cotirae was 
the iiBiuil one from I'uliiey bridgti to the 
winning jiost above the Ship Inn at 
Mortlake, tlislain^u about four iriilus and 
a (luarter. The inoriiiiii; o[iene(l cold 
and cheerles;?, with (iro.speots of a poor 
attoiidaiice. In the early lioiira it heavy 
dowiipoiirof raiiidrenuhed thegiithering 
eightseers and caused thousanda to re- 
main at home. 

Cainbridgo was a hot favoriti; at G to 
•t, with few takerH. I'levioiiH to the 
start the light blues were ri'i^'urded as 
almost certain wiiinera. Camhridgu 
embarked first, won the toss, and cluxse 
the Surrey side of the river — a decided 
advantage as half a gale blowing from 
that shore, or about southwest, raised 
lumpy water everywhere, and quite a 
little sea at the bad places. The crews 
embarked at 12:58 p.m., and at the 
pistol shot, 1 -.02, both boats got away 
sharply, Gambridge pulling a pretty 30 
to Oxford's slightly more powerful 
Bweep of Si. 

There wa.s little to choose be- 
tween them until Clasper's boat 
house was reached, aiiproacbing the 
lir.st half mile, when the Cambridge i 
boat's no-se shoved itself Kliglitly in 
front, the two crews pulling with great 
determination and splashing somewhat 
on account of the rough water. At the 
half mile Oxford settled down to it in 
fine shape, drew up, and shoved ahead 
at Weldon's, amid grand cheering. It 
was apparent that a splendiel race was 
to be rowed. The strength of the 0.\- 
ford men seemed to increase instead of 
diminish as the struggle wore on, and 
there was as much dash in their stroke 
at two miles as at the start. Under the 
influence of this telling woi'k the Dark 
Blues cut out great work for the Cam- 
bridge crew, l)ut the latter responded 
wi'.Ji a beautifully Bustaiiied effort and 
drew away aL'aiii, cauaiiig a hurricane 
of cheers to ri.se from the crowtls on 
shore. 

A more exciting race could hardly be 
imagined and the entbiisiasiii was in- 
tense. Cambridge at Tliornycroft's had 
a lead of three-tniarters of a ieiigtli, and 
lioth crews were bending down to their 
work in a grand manner. I'Votii there 
to the three iiiilo piiHt, about hall way 
between Ctie-wiek rliurch and Harnea- 
bridge, the raie was must (nini^hing, 
both from the [laee set and the lumpy 
water. Caiiibriilge shot ttnder the bridge 
ahead of Oxford, wliereuiion there was 
another storni of applause. The siglil- 
seers thought the race was over and 
tliHl the Light Blues had won beyond 
iloubt. '• Cainliridge wius," was the 
cry which raiin from Barnes to Putney. 
This, linwevrr, was witlioul reckoning 
upon till' reserve of (iiild's <:allatit liieii. 

The cheeriiiL; only tiervi-d Ihem to 
still aniitboi brnulilnl ellnrt. and down 
thev went to il iis if their liven depend- 
ed npiin the ri'siill. Tliey ahiiot^t lifted 
their erafl and ibuve her iiloiig in a 
iiiaiiticr \viiii-h will liiii^' lie retiiembered. 
The long, t-li^inler r 'ciiig boat laifly tore 
through the water, and there was a 
mighty shout when, with the iiierea.sed 
power put into the O.xtord stroke, hIic 
was seen steadily ahooting up to tier 
rivals. Feriiie "replied with another 
supreme ef^foit and his plucky Light 
Blues backed him up to the utmost. 
Gold, however, was not to be deterred. 
Frantic excitement reigned on both 
banks of the river. For a time, oil' 
xMortlake church, Cambridg;e seemed 
likely to hold her lead across the finish 
line, but this was not to he the case. 

.\6 the churrli was passed, Oxford put 
outa limil eli'url ; there was a spurt from 
the Dark lilui^s which will be recorded 
in the history ol rowing as Hitiifily ttiag- 
nidceiit. Tin; men pulled as if they bad 
just Htarlcd ; lliere was no rindstiiig it. 
The Dark I'.luea overtook the Caiilabs, 
and for a moiiieiil or so it was " noseiviid 
nose," with the winning point in sight; 
then, pulling still more steam into their 
stroke, the Dark Blue) passed the Cam- 
bridge boat and linishnd winners liy a 
short three-iiimrters of a length, in 20. Ul, 
splendid time when the weather and 
rough water are taken into considera- 
tion. This thne has only been beaten 
over this course upon three previous oc- 
caHions. Cambridge in 1873 did it in 
li>.3,'3 ; Oxford in 1802 did it in 19.21, and 
Oxford in l.H'.i;! won in 1H.47. I^ast year 
Oxfonl won in '_'(), .oO. 

The event was pronounced t' he the 
best ever seen ou the Thtiines couise. 
Oxford won simply because her repre- 
sentatives refused to bo beaten. Cam- 
bridge seemed to have the race well in 
hand, but did not prove equal to O.'c- 
ford's final spurt. The weather condi- 
tions were terrible. Almost immediate- 
ly after the boats started a sold, blind- 
ing rain was driven against thein. After 
the first mile had been rounded under 
tliese conditions the wind increased in 
strength and the rain changed into a 
blinding hailetonii, which obscured the 
rival crews from the view of the spectii- 
tors ashore, and aeainat which one could 
scarcely Htaiid. The hailstorm lasted 
only a "few niiiiutes. 

In the linal Htrclch beyond T.ariU'H 
Jiridge, the -.vind Hwept oviu- tin; rourse 
with redoubled force and furv. Cwing 
to the bend in the stream the Oxford 
liont at that stage of the race was on its 
beat station; but it seemed a matter of

Settlers— Great Alarm. 



C.viMCTow.v, March 28.— Latest advices 
from J^iiluwayo state that the son of the 
late Kiiit: Lobenguhi, who was banished 
from jMatabehdand last year, has re- 
luniod and placed himself at llie head 
of the insurgent Matabeles, The latter 
have in some manner obtained posses- 
sion of many rifles and a stock of ammu- 
nition, which, although not believed to 
be large, is sufficient to enable tlie na- 
tives to make a very much more elfec- 
tive light than they did two years ago. 
Dis|)atches have been received from 
Buluwayo during the day asking that 
more arms and ammunition be hurried 
forward, as although there are plenty of 
voliuitcera there are not sufficient 
weapons to arm thetn. Scouts who have 
returned to Salisbury and liuhiwayo re- 
port that the natives are gathering in 
large bodies at (tifl'erent parts and are 
herding tot;ellier all the ca'Ltle available. 
They are being excited by the nieilicine 
men, and a Htrong force will have to be 
omiiloyed in order to restore order. 

There has been much looting of cattle 
and a native jiolice inspector has been 
nuirdered by his men, who afterwards 
deserted and went over to the enemy. 
Travelling ia now dangerous in all parts 
of iMatebeleland and it is feared that 
coiuniunication with fiulawayo will 
shortly be interrupted, at least tempor- 
arily, and that the lines of communica- 
tion will in any case have to be held by 
the mounted police and volunteers for 
some time to come. 

I'rederick Selous, the explorer, who 
left liiiliiwayo yesterdayat the head of a 
strong detacliment of volunteers and no- 
lice, has met and engaged the enemy kill- 
ing a large 11 umber. Five troojiera were kill- 
ed. M r. .Selous succeeded in recapturing a 
large hotd of cattle stolen by the Mata- 
beles, and the animals have been driven 
towards Buluwayo, where they may soon 
be reeded lor the provisioning of the 
town. Mr. Selous has ordered a num- 
ber of scouts to keep in touch with the 
Matabeles, and as soon as a suflicient 
body of men can be sent out from i^nlu- 
wayo an attack in force will be made 
upon the rebellious natives. The out- 
skirts of Buluwayo are occupied by police 
and 'yolunteers, and a very effective 
laager has been formed around the 
market house where the ammunition 
and 6ii|iplieB have been stored. Maxim 
gun? prntecl earli side of the laager, and 
it is lielieved that the ]ilace has been 
rendered proof against any assault which 
the .Matabeles may make upon it. 

It is not bidieved, however, that mat- 
ler.s n ill reach sindi ii stage as that, bnl 
Ihe autliorilies decided to take every 
precaii tiiiii possible, as the lighting pow- 
er and >tietii;th iil ihe Malanides is too 
woll kiiiiwii I'll'- any ])ii'i'aiit ions to be 
neglected. The Matabeles burned a 
laige store about 40 miles from Bulu- 
wayo and executed a medicine dance 
around the Hames. Men are arming for 
the defence and active operations against 
the rebels. Mr. Cecil Rhodes is expect- 
e l to arrive at Uwayo to-day and will 
assume direction of the repressive 
measure. Business throiieliout Mata- 
beleland is completely paralyzed, and 
will SI) ri'niiiiii until the revolution is 
crtislied. Kidnforcemenls of mounted 
police are being drafted to liuhiwayo 
and Salisbury and additional ]\Iaxim 
guiiH are lieing foi warded to both pi^ints. 

('apt. Spreckley, en Thursday, it ia 
aiinijuneed, met and repulsed a elrotig 
biidy 1)1 .Matabeles, and iiillicted great 
loss, upon Llii'tii. Spri'ckley 's troopers 
escaped, only a few men being wounded. 
One of the gravest features of the ujiris- 
ing is now admitted to be the action of 
the native police, who to the number of 
seven hundred armed with rifles and 
well supplied with anittinnition have 
gone over to the enemy. This naturally 
will most likely result in some severe 
fiuiiting before the rebellion is sup- 
pressed. 

iMiitiy Dervish munlers have been re- 
porteiL and the settlers are terror- 
stricken. In nearly all cases tluiy have 
abaiidoiieil thidr homes ami are en- 
camped in laagers while waiting to be 
ri'Bi'Ucd liy the mounled jiolice and vol- 
uii leers. Others have placed their 
bouses in a state of defence, and have 
determined to light it out until assist- 
ance readies them. The iiravity of the 
situation has not been exaggerat jd, al- 
tlioiigh il is still hoped that the proiniil- 
iieSH of the authotities in commencing 
hostililieH against the Matabeles may re- 
sult in checking the spread of the re- 
bellion. Fears are entertained for the 
safety of a party of about 1,000 settlers, 
mainly women and children, who are in 
a laager in the vicinity of which a strong 
force of Matabeles has been reported. 
The setllera have only provisions sutii- 
oient to last them a sfiort time.

TJIK nUDdET SI'EECH. 

The I"in;uu'e Minister's Buil^'ct .'^[ieL'(!li 
\va.= ;i plniii, Ijusiiioss-lilvt; stateiiiL'iil. lie 
very concisely , yet very dourly i;;ive the 
House and the country un accurate ac- 
count of the financial condition of the 
province. Times bad been hard and 
the requirements of tlie people many, 
consequently the expenditure of the 
Goveiiiiiiont had exceeded the revenue. 
The Premier stated tliis fact plainly 
without trying to j;lossover llie luiplea.s- 
ant features ol the situation with line 
phrases. Yet his tone was the reverse 
of despondent. He showed that, notwith- 
Btunding the temporary depression 
through whicli the Province, in 
coinnion with the rest of the 
world, had pa:--,sed, \l Ih linan- 
cially in ;i healthy condition, 
that there are inari.y indications that the 
worst is over, and that the revenue vould 
before very long be in a condition to 
meet all the demands upon it. It had 
increased considerably over that of the 
])revions year, and the prospect was that 
the increase during' the current and 
coming year would ho greater .still. Tlie 
new taxes would bring in a good deal of 
money and there would he larger re- 
turns from some of the old sources of 
revenue. He very properly spoke of the 
splendid prospect that was opening up 
for the mining industry, and showed 
tluit there was every reason to heliove 
that the mining diritrict.s would very 
S'jon yield a handsome return for the 
money that had been expended to open 
them up. 

The Premier alluded in passing to the 
efTorts that some persons who are op- 
posed to the (Tovernnient had made, 
and were making, to undermine and de- 
Htroy the credit of the jirovince. .\nd 
certainly these persons have been ]n(jHt 
industrious and most persistent. The 
policy that the Government has been 
pursuing of late years has given them an 
opportunity by t)laiisible iniHrepre.senta- 
tion to make ii appear that the pro- 
vince is in an unsaiisfactoi-y jinHition lin- 
iincially. The main oliject of that policy 
has not heen lor some years to make 
revenui' and cx-penditure lialance each 
other. The estimates of eaidi year have 
been made purposely greater than the 
revenue expected. This was done be- 
(T.use the (ioverninent saw that 
it would pay to invest uiniify 
in the iinproveiiii'iit id' the I'oiiiili'y. 
l'"or every dollar eN|ieniled in 
Opening up and imj)roving the country 
the Government expects in the near 
future a handsome return. The coun- 
try is therefore so much the richer for 
the money spent upon it. But the 
picayune ecoiioniiHt.-< lake im account of 
this. All that they lonk til arc the 
revenue and the expcndiluie, and il fiu' 
a year or a .-.^eries: of years the expendi- 
ture has exccedeil the revenue they riuse 
a most melancholy wail and do their 
best to alarm the public creditor and the 
caoitalist. The result of this polii'y of 
progress and improvement is the con- 
traction of a debt of .^5,079,03!). That 
debt has been really an investment. 
The ex[)enlilure of the money has 
benefitted llio people in a thousand 
ways and the province is not 
live millions but ten millions and over 
the more valuable on account of that 
expenditure. The money invested has 
b;!en all along yielding a return, but 
what it has yielded is as nothing to wnat 
il will yield in the very near future. 

The reader, if ho rellects, can see what 
a chance this liberal and enlighten- 
ed policy of the Govornment has given 
the financial Jeremiahs among its o])- 
ponents in iho country. The leader of 
tlic Oppo.sition, we are glad to admit, 
does not belong to the school of the 
Jeremiahs. His criticism of the speech 
was moderate. He of course, as leaders 



of Oppo.sition always do, talked about 
retrenchment; but he was no doubt 
restrained by the knowledge that 
many of bis snpperters in the 
House'nnd in' the country were making 
demands on the Governincnt for im- 
Ijrovomeiit,-- wliieli it would take a much 
larger revenue than tlie Cioveininent will 
have at its disposal to meet. 

The Budget shows that the Govern- 
ment, although they do not propose to 
initiate a cheese-paring policy, have 
begun the work of economy and 
retrenchment. They have been very 
careful in drawing up the esti- 
mates, and have studiously avoid- 
ed anything that looks like profuse 
expenditure in any direction. This 
is praiseworthy, but it must not bo for- 
gotten that the Government can easily 
go too far in this direction. It is satis- 
factory to see that the blue ruin econo- 
inists have not scared them into starv- 
ing necessary services. Ill-judged eco- 
nomy in this direction is even worse 
than extravagance. 

It is encouraging to see that the dis- 
mal stories told by the enemies of the 
province have had no iierceptible effect 
on the British money uutrket. British 
Columbia's credit still stands well. Its 
stock takes a high jjlace among colonial 
securities. And the policy of the pre- 
sent Government as enunciated by the 
Minister of Finance will, we are quite 
satislied, keep it linn iu that place. 



NUT AX AUTONOMY. 

Tlie WinnipegTribune referring to the 
anti-remedial demonstration on which 
such a quantity of cold water was thrown 
says : " However orderly it might be at 
the iirrseut juncture, tlie time imiyeome 
when it would not only be desirable but 
necessary to take strong ground in this 
attempt to deprive our province of its 
autonomy." It is a wonder that the 
Tribune does not know better than by 
thiu time to speak of a proviaco of the 
Dominion as an " autonomy." None of 
the provinces is an autonomy and in this 
matter oi education particuliirly , none 
of them can act independently. 
The jurisdiction of all of them, to a 
greater or less extent, is limited and re- 
stricted by the Constitution. It would 
be just as sensible for a man whose 
property had been seized becuuse ho re- 
fused to j)ay a just debt to bluster about 
the infringement of his rights as ;i Brit- 
ish subject secured to liiin \>y Magna 
Charta, as for a Manitoba newspaper, 
when its province is asked to remedy an 
injustice done to the denominational 
minority, to bounce about "its auto- 
nomy." Manitoba litis agreed to respect 
the rights of the denominational minor- 
ity, and when it is proved before the 
pr-jjier tribunal that it has violated those 
rights all that remains -for it in honor 
and honesty to do is to right the wrong 
it bits inflicted. 

IIURKIBL y COMMON. 

The Americans themselves are shocked 
and alarmed at the frequency with which 
murder is committed in their country. 
The iiiefliciency of the courts of law is 
considered by many as the chief cause 
of the prevalence of this worst of crimes. 
The San Francisco Examiner gives this 
as " one of the reasons." It saj's : 

H the people who are shocked at the 
jirevahuice of murder want to know why 
man-killers tire imi pmiiKbed llicy can 
get a liltle liglit on it by reading the Su- 
pretne (Xiurt's decision of Saturday in 
ihe Uonkling ca.se. Conkliiig killed a 
nnm for closing up a road he had been 
accustomed to use, and was convicted 
aiul sentenced to imprisonment for 
life. The Supreme court sets aside 
the verdict on the ground that the lower 
court erred in admitting evidence ua to 
the ownership of the land, and in giving 
the instruction that the defendant had 
no right to kill a man, even in self-de- 
fence, if the (luarrel was provoked by 
llie ilefendant, and linally on the ground 
that the verdict of the jury was vitiated 
liy the fact that two of the jurymen 
expei inienled with a rille to lind otit the 
distance ;it which :i shot could be (ired 
at clothing witliouL leaving powder 
marks. When :i roiiviiMi:iu tipproved by 
twidve jiiinrs and a liial jiidL;e, who 
have lieiird all tlie evidence, is overtiiin- 
ed on siieli L'rouiids il is not surprising 
that the I'liiled .<l;iles litis |(l,."i(.K) iiiur- 
dei-s ill a year and earns the title ol tliti 
bloodiest nation iu the world with the 
siiiL'le exception of Turkey in the single 
veiir of the Armenian massacres.

yome j)roperty owners in Seattle hear- 
ing that the Gieat Northern was about to 
remove its shops and offices from Hill- 
yard, ofTered Mr. Hill land for a termin- 
us on the wtiler-front of that city at a 
uiodertite ligiiie, but he tleclined the 
offer, because, he said, " his eom|)aiiy 
must have a ter.iiinus at a jjlaco where 
taxation, insurance and the cost of land 
and wharves would be less than at the 
one which they oflfered him. No other 
spot equally good could be found at 
Seattle and his decision meant hia re- 
moval to another city." 

Il is re])orted that the site chosen for 
the Puget Sound terminus of the 
Great Northern is iu Whatcom county, 
at a place called Chuckanut Cove. This 
cove is part of fiellingham Bay, and is 
said to be well suited for a railway ter- 
minus. "The water is from three to 
seven fathomg deep at low tide, and the 
shore is solid ground with good opiior- 
tunitiesfor building wharves." 

If this is true there will be a boom at 
Whatcom and Fairhaven, which are 
practically one town.

He opeuod with, an endoisatioii of the 
Premier's remark of the previoua ihi}-, 
that the salaries of tlio iiiiiiiHtera 
should be submitted to the reduetion 
made in the uaao of L'nverniiiciit employes 
generally, and i>roeeeded : The advent 
of the Ijiiii^'et. Hpeeeli is always a lenili- 
luate oeeasion for the opposition to un- 
mask its batteries (jf attack upon the 
policy and aduiinistralion of the govern- 
ment and esi>ei;ially against tlie linaneiul 
policy both in its detail and in its en- 
tirety. UuL, sir, the Roveniment ia able 
to show thai, it occupies an impregnable 

Eosition towards any attack which may 
e launi^hed against it. Tlie hon. leailer 
of tlie opposition has been vainly aearcli- 
ing for some weak points in our armor, 
and 1 am glad to find that hp has at all 
events acknowledyod that we are a party 
of progress. He has, however, quali tied 
this meed of praise by the usuid lugubri- 
oufi wainin;,'H from tlu^ i)i)position that 
the govern men t is heading thi! country 
into baHkru|)tcy. Well, sir, I liavo sat 
ill this liousi' lor ten successive sessions, 
and on each (jccasion 1 have listened to 
this stale, old tune until we liaveiiow 
come lu liKik upiiii it, as 1 1 ic ar,iinal bar- 
rel-iirgan at tai'k i if t he (i|}pii..ii i inn . And, 
sir, allhouizli iluring the hist decade there 
have been two genei.il ek'ctions, slill, 
notwithstanding the doleful warnings of 
the opposition tlie people have returned 
the government to power with a sweep- 
ing majority. 

J-Iowovor, sir, I iiitenil U|)on this oc;- 
crtsion to traverse ihe criticisms of tiie 
honorable geiitleiiieii by taking ii brief 
review of llie policy of the governiiient, 
and then by showing wliat the ell'ect of 
that policy has been, 1 shall lio|)e to 
fii-mly anil eonehisively cstal)lisli the 
position that the goveriiineut has acted 
for t!ie hc'it interests of the people of 
this province. In analysing the 
ellects of a policy it is not sutB- 
cient to take the results of one or even 
of two orof three years of adiiiiiiiatralioii, 
because there may be unforoaeen and un- 
avoidable contingencies which may tem- 
porarily check the continuity, and ob- 
scure the effect of the policy which is 
in progress. It therefore hecunies neces- 
Oary to extend tlie area of criticism nvei- 
a series of years, and 1 i)ur])ose going 
hack to tlie liiiancial year ],S,SG-S7 ami 
marking the ell'ect of the policy of tlie 
government from that dale up to the 
present time. And in doiuL' this, Mr. 
Speaker, I sliali endeavor not to cloud 
the intellect of the opposition with a 
supoi-ahuiidance of liguroa, and 1 shall 
avoiil touching 111)011 tliose details which 
can be discussed witli greater proUt when 
vie go into commiittee on ways and 
means. 

I shall therefore treat the subject in 
the abstract and not in concrete, ami 
I shall confine nivsel"' i those tigures 
which are absolute^' cessary to eluci- 
date the i)oliey of li goveriinient. In 
fact, Mr. Speaker, 1 do not wish to con- 
jure with figures and I shall leave the 
legerdemain to the necessities of the 
opposition. 

1 must premise my remarks by touch- 
ing upon two of the salient points in our 
expenditure which require some ex- 

ftlanation, otherwise the^ might be mis- 
eading to a cursory critic upon our ad- 
ministration. I allude to the expendi- 
ture on the civil service and administra- 
tion of justice and also to that on educa- 
tion. In consequence of the peculiar 
configuration of our country it wt)uld be 
most unfair a.s well as misleading to 
attempt to compare our exjienditure on 
the civil service and adniinistion of jus- 
tice with that of provinces, for example, 
such as Ontario, Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories. We have in 
Britisli Columbia a vast area of country 
which is but partially settled by a very 
sparse population. Small sections of 
society are scattered over the large area 
and niany of theui are separated from 
each other by impassable barriers in 
the form of grjat mountain ranges 
anil th(! only means of coiumunication 
lies bv long and circuitous routes. A 
mining disi:overy in some remote region 
lirings" together, say one hundred peo- 
lil(!, and it then becomes necessary to 
have a mining recorder and a const alih^ 
to minist'-r to their retiuirements and to 
give sei-uri'y to life and piMpcrty; Iml 
the same otiicial would In: .■^nllicient lnr 
a thou-and pci>plc. These small sec- 
tions of society become scattered over a 
large arc;a and are groupeil into dis- 
tricts, when it becomes necessary to es- 
tablish a court house and a jail and to 
have a gold oominissioner to superintend 
them; but here again the sanm otlicer 
and his stall" would be ample for double 
or treble the population. ARain, the 
distance's are so great that the item f..r 
travelling expitnses necessarily beconii'S 
large. 

These ;ire siiuic oi the causes wliirh 
•swell the expenditure upnn the civil 
servici! atid aduiinistraliiiii III ju.^lice to 
far larger proportions than wcuild he 
necessary in a more open eountrv. And 
we must not lose sight of the prevmitive 
aspect of our administration of justice. 
We can turn with just pride to the law 
and order which prevails in even the 
■wildest regions of our Rocky mountains, 
and if It were tiot for the efficient organ- 
ization wliicli exists there inicht he out- 
breaks the cost of the suppression of 
which wouhl be far greater than our 
present annual ox pciiuliture. 

When 1 was in Kosslaiid lust summer 
I met some American capilalista who 
are developing the mines there, and 
thev told mo that they were ([uite as- 
tonis'ied at the law ami order which was 
maintained in that booming town of 
over two thousand inhabitants, under 
the surveillance of only a recorder and a 
constable. They said that had Hoss- 
land been removed twenty miles further 
south, across the international boundary, 
it woiild have ro(iiiired at least twenty 
ollicials to maintain order, and even 
then the peace wouhl not he kept in 
anvthiu'-' lil;^' the t^aiiie degree it ia in 
our own eountrv. We must remember 
that the law and order which i.revails 
in our province i.s an important factor 
in tempting capibdiats to invest tlieir 
capital in our country. With these pre- 
liminary remarks I will now turn to the 



conaideration of the efl'ect of the policy 
of the govorninent from the financial 
year 188G-87 u|) to the present time. 

I may state that the very foundation 
of the policy of the govt'rnuient— the 
very hasii upiui which we have reared 
our actions — has been uiihourided faith 
in the wealth and the mi.giiimde of the 
natural resonrues of our fair province. 

Wo have recognized tliiit by opening up 
the interior communications of the coun- 
try and placing our vast natural re- 
sources in touch with capital and labor 
we should convert our potential weal tli 
into kinetic or active weidtli,iind tiiat in 
pursuit of this [lolicy we might reason- 
ably expect, ill iioriiia; times of com- 
mercial prosperity', an annual expansion 
of our reveiiuo and a rapid increase to 
our population i\s a natural sequence to 
a liberal expenditure on public works. 

In order to [irovo that our anticipa- 
tions were correct wo niuot first consider 
the excess of expentliture over revenue 
in each successive year from 18St)-S7 up 
to tlie present time ; secondly, the 
amount expended in each of those suc- 
cessive years upon public works; and 
tliirillv, the elleet of this expenditure on 
imhlic works upon the ilevelopine'it of 
the natural resources of our province. 
And it must be understood that in pub- 
lic works I include roads, streets, 
bridges, wharves, surveys and public 
buildings. 

Now we find that in the financial year 
188(1-87 the excess of expenditure over 
rt^venae amounted to $172,763. In the 
following vear 1887-88, the ext^ess was 
reduced to lfl87,L'itH. Fn lSSS-81) it was 
.i;10S),48S; in 188',) -1)0 it was i;().j,8St;, and 
in 1.S1)0-\)1 it had come down lo the coin- 
Iiar.^.ti vely siiiall amount of $'28,srj. .So 
llial the Minister of Finance had almost 
arriveil at that stale of beatitude wIumi 
he couUl come <lowli to this house ami 
say: " .M r. Speaker, lain ha|)p3' to say 
that our revenue has mot (.air expendi- 
ture." 

Now, sir, what was llii? cause nl this 
satisfactory effect? Was it brought 
ubuut by a parsinmnidus jiolicy, tiy 
starving the adniiiiistrative allairuof the 
country, or by a niggardly expenditure 
on public works? No, sir. On the con- 
trary, we find that the whole of the ad- 
luinislratiou of theafTairsof the country 
were carried on in a liigh state of eSl- 
cituicy. We especially find a liberal ex- 
penditure u]ioii that ini])i)rtant item in 
tlie well being (jf every coiiinuinity, the 
(leparlment of eilucation; and the satis- 
factory result of that expenditure is 
ahuwii liy the fac!t that while in ISSli 87 
there were in the [irovince only 83 jjublic 
achools, 101 teachers ami 1,471 
pupils, there were in 18'J0-'.)1 as many 
as ll'8 ]niblic schools, 185 teachers ami 
0,200 pupils, showing tliat the number 
of children far more than doubled in five 
years! I do not pretend that the gov- 
ernment aaaumes the credit — or the re- 
sponsibility — for the fecundity of the 
population, but I do say that we are 
greatly fn sympathy witn it. And now 
let us turn to the expenditure upon public 
works during these years. Do wo find 
any iiiggardness here? Not at all. In 
188(1-87 th(U-e was e.vpended !i;LM-l,(;2S ; in 
'87-'8,S, ;f28S(278 ; in '8S-'8>), ifL'oH.iKi;! ; in 
'8'.)-'S)0, $80-l,2()5, and in 'lK)-",tl, !i;:i;!l,825, 
thus showing a most liberal expenditure 
in this direction. 

And now we come to the crucial lest 
of this policy, namely, what was the 
elleet of this .liberal expenditure upon 
public works up(m theaimual exiiansion 
of Ihe public revenue? always renieni- 
hering that during these live years of 
iHirinal commercial prosperity the ex- 
cess of expenditure over revenue had 
annually decreased almost to zero. Wi; 
find that the net revenue in the year 
18St)-87 amounted to .'folO,:W8, in 'S7-'88 
it liad increased to $GU8,C)78, in 'HS-'8<) to 
.'f70t),779, in '89-'90 to ir),,")22 and in 
'!IO-'!d to .1;i)li-l,'.)4.'i. showing that in nor- 
mal years of commercial prosperity the 
revenue expanded annually by ajiproxi- 
mately ^^lOU.OOO, and tlia't 'it nearly 
doubled itsi.'lf in live years! Tliereiore, 
sir, I maintain that the iiolicy of the 
government wa.s a statesmanlike policy 
and one which was coiulucive to the 
best interests of the people. This hringa 
US to the year 1891-112, and Tv hereas lu 
the previoua year the excess of expendi- 
ture over revenue had only amounted to 
$28,812, we lind tlyit it suddenly jumps 
up to the large sum of $:i92,t)8H.' What 
was the cause of this sudden elleet? It 
ia easily explained. In this year the 
government negotiated a loan for $1,000,- 
000, and the cost of floating the lo.an 
added to the discount amounted to$174,- 
000, and this was placed to revenue a<:- 
emiiit. 1 think this practice a mistake 
and that it should be placed to capital 
account, otherwise it gives an erroneous 
iilea of excess of expenditure over 
revenue for the year. 1 lowever we fi nd 
it(;liarged in this ca.se to expenditure 
and we also liiiciasnmof .f2U,(lilU for a 
portion of the aiinu.il interest on the 
loan, and this makes up a total inereatic 
of $104,000. 

It was now that the wuiiderliil re- 
sources in mineral wealth oi the ICoote- 
riay iIiHl rict and also of other parts of 
the (irovince were forcing themselves 
upon the attention of the government, 
and I well remember my hoti. friend the 
mem her for West Kuotenay, .Mr. Kellie, 
a(!ting the part of a prophet in this 
house and telling ua that in five years 
time wo shoulil see 100,000 tons of bul- 
lion coming out of tli(^ Koolenay dis- 
trict. His reiniirks weie icceiveil with a 
smile oi increoulit}- at tlieliiii", liiil he 
has tiiriu'd o;il a t'rne prnphcl. 1 low- 
evio-, (lie gi ivcriilneiit I'ully rcalizeil the 
i in portanre of the situation and deter- 
mined lo spend fri.'ely upon pulilic works 
HO as to open up the resources of the 
eountiy and induce capital to come in to 
develop th(!ni. Accordingly we find a 
sum of .•i;ir)8,;-i3;^ spent upon public vv(n-ks 
for this v<'ar, which was an excess of 
$12t),.')08 over the expenditure for a simi- 
lar purpose in lh(3 previoua year, and 
tills sum added to the $194,000 in con- 
nection with the loan makes $320,608, 
whii'.li larg(dy accounts for the excess of 
expenditure over reviMuu^ of $oi)2,(')8'i. 
Hut there was another cau.-c for this ex- 
cess. It was in tliis year I hat the i>eo- 
ple had a craze for rural municipalities 
and we lind seveinl of them established, 
which largely contracted tlie ptililic rev- 
enue. Thus till! net revtuiue of 181)1-92 
amounts U) $1 ,()S8,2.'{7, which, although 
an increase, does not ke(;p up to the an- 
nual increase of the live |inivioiis yeara. 

So, air, we see that the jiolicy of the 
government in the year 1801-02 was a 
statcsimmlike policy, and one calcnlated 
lo meet the emergencies which, arose. 
We now come to the memorable year 
1 802-93, and I say the memorable year 
because there now appears the crest of 
that great wave of commercial depres- 
sion which rolled over the civilized na- 
tions of the world leaving ruin and deso- 
lation ill its path. All tht^ springa of 
private entiu'priHi! were suddenly dried 
uj) and capital coiised to llosv into tho 
country. The working man could not 



find hire for liia labor; the retail store- 
keeper could not get pay for his goods, 
and the wholesale iiiurchaut sought in 
vain for :i safe market. The helping 
baud of enterprise became paralyzed. 
The governmont was now brought face 
to hico with a universal coniinorcial crisis 
which haa been seldom, if ever, parallel- 
ed in history. 

It was a time when a timid and falter- 
ing policy on the partof the government 
would assuredly have brougnt ruin upon 
the people and would have thrown back 
the progre-s of ourcoat'try by a quarter 
of a ceiiturv. But, sir, the j.'oveninient 
boldly stepped into the breach. Al- 
though it was impossible for private en- 
toriiriKC to borrow capital ut any rate of 
interest, such was the confidence of the 
money market in the resources of our 
country and the administration of our 
government that it was nnidy to lend us 
money at an exceedingly low rate of in- 
terest. The government therefore de- 
termineil to meet tlie crisis by Hpemling 
liberally u 1)1 01 public works and by in- 
troi hieing foreign capital at a 
low rate of interest and ex- 
pending it upon public works. 
We foresaw that the money would first 
pass into the pockets of the working- 
men. From them it would pass to the 
retail storekeepers; from the latter to 
the wholesale merchants, and thus this 
foriugn capital would permeate through 
every artery of trade, and would vivify 
the debilitated enterprise of the people 
and give to tlieiii sullicieiit strength and 
su llicienl viL'or lo meet the impeinliug 
cri.^is wliic^h had already coiinnenced to 
overshadow tlieni . 

In conse(iuciice of these sinister tunes 
we line! that in 18t»2-'.*H the exi-ess of ex- 
piMiditure oviu- revenue amounts to 
$ U2,2.'i2, hut the expenditure U|>on [uih- 
lic woi'ks reachea .$111-1, 7oll, and as a 
natural seipience of the commercial de- 
pression the revenue fell to $1,0 1'.),2( 

r.llt the (litlicull it's of tlie goveriiiiienl 
were only cdiiinuMiciiig. In the year 
l.S'.l.'!-'J4 not only was the coniiuerciai de- 
pression throughout the world greatly 
accentu.itetl, out this country was 
ufliicted by a terrible visitation in the 
form of the moat disdatroua flood which 
has been experienced since the first set- 
tlement of the colony. Miiiiy bridges 
large and small in the interior as widl as 
roads were swejit away, and all coni- 
iiiuiiication became disjointed. In the 
Fraser river valley and other porliong of 
the lu'nviiice, ihe crops, fences, ori'hanls 
anil farm Im ilil i iigs of many nf loe farm- 
ers were ilcsl rny ed I ami tiiei r cat tie anil 
stock were eudaiiijered. It seemed as 
though tho last touch had been given to 
the despair and despondency of the peo- 
ple. But, sir, the government rote lo 
the situation and Ciuiie to the rescue of 
the iieople. Bridiies and roada were re- 
paired; seed and fodder were provided 
to the farmers; their cattle and stock 
were saved, and twelve months after- 
wards it was difficult to realize tfie grave 
crisis which the country luul passed 
through. The excess of exiienditure 
i over revenue for this year was of neces- 
sity verv high, and amounts to .f772,4.'17, 
and the exiienditure on puliIic works 
amounts to $I5,S,041, and su great was 
the commercial dejiression that the pub- 
lic r(!veiiue falls to .$S21 ,(i(>0. It was the 
bitterest hour of our trial. 

We now arrive at last year's ai^counts, 
which had lo meet a large portion of the 
hurdeiisof tho jirevious year, and we 
find that the excess of expenditure over 
revenue mounts up to the large sum of 
$810,032, while the expenditiiro on pub- 
lic works is $r)5-5,()8I. But now, sir, 
there is a silver lining to the lowering 
cloud, for we find that the annual rc've- 
niie is again commencing to expand and 
shows an increase over the previous 
year of $74,365, which indicates that 
the zero of commercial depression has 
been passed and that we are emerging 
into bi'tter timi'S. 

That sncn is the case we have every 
reason to believe, ill consei|ueiice of the 
highly sat iafactnry mining rt' ports which 
I have received from every mining ilis- 
1 trii:t in the province, wliich sliowa that 
in cooseciuencii of tlie generous |)oli(;y of 
the government in spending liberally 
upon public works to open up coininu- 
iiii ation to our mineral wealth, enor- 
mous amounts of private capital have 
been invested in our minini: industry 
during the past year, and such a loud 
shout of wonder liaB gone Up at the mag- 
nitude of our mineral wealth that the 
echo of that shout is already resounding 
througtiout every monev market in the 
worlii. 

Although we have bravely weathered 
the liriancial storm which has been 
s weepne.^ over t h(! I'ivilizi'il nations of 
tlie world, it lias necesKilate<l a heavy 
uxpenditiire of public money, and ae- 
cordiuglv last year llu^ liovermoent 
negotiated a loan for $2,(«7,0II0 
which it obtained at tlie low 
rate of .'i per emit, interc-il , and the 
loan realizcil $ I .si_i7,.').n net cash. The 
whole of t Ills loan, or nearly the whole 
of it, tou'cther with the $1,000,000 bor- 
rowed in ls;il-'.i2, has been (!xpenileil 
and distributed among the pi-ojile ; and, 
sir, I ask any uii|)rejuiliced business 
man of this country, who knows full well 
liow, for a long time, there was trem- 
hlini! in tho balance the hiiro exiateuce 
of the people in the one scale and star- 
vation in the other— 1 ask what would 
have been the efl'ecit upon tin' pi'ople in 
this grave (-rt-is if the government had 
wil li held friHii lliriii 1 1 1 is I li rrr n i i 1 1 imi " 
oi' I loll a IS i n t he bit ter hour of their need ? 
Sir, llicic can be but one answer to that 
i|in si ion, and it is com prised in theme 
Wi .nl , i iiin. 

Therefore I maintain that I have made 

g 1 my iiostuhite that the policy of Ihe 

government in the gravi; crisis which 
I Ihe country has been pa-^si iig through 
was a Hlatesmanliko policy, and one 
which was comlucivi; to tlit? best iiiter- 
cstaof the jieople. And, sir, whiui lionor- 
iible goutleinen ojipositu moan and groan 
over the debt wliich has been incurred, 
I ask what does that debt amount to? 
Why, sir, the net debt of this great 
province at the present time only 
aiMounts to $5,070,039, and I have shown 
how — in normal tinios of commercial 
I roajierily— our revenue equals our ex- 
penditure, altongb we arc at tho same 
time ihivoloping our resources by a lih- 
(ual (ixpeuditure on public works and are 
liciuidatiiig our debt through the sink- 
ing fund. 

The new discoveries of our natural 
wealth in minerals encourc'.ges tis to 
stiil further ojien up comnmnication in 
order to develoji it, and although we 
hav(! increased taxation with this laud- 
able object in view, we find that the 
rate of our provincial taxation is consid- 
erably lower than that of other conn- 
triea. For example, in tho n<Mp;h boring 
State of WaahiiiLitoii the ussosi-eil taxes 
amount to $15 per capita, while in P.rit- 
isli Columbia tiio aaseseed taxes will ho 
—with the present increase — under $7 j 
per capita. I 

TJierefore I maintain that ahould our 



public debt become double or treble what 
it ia we liave only to fan tho embers of 
our vast natural wealth, to create such a 
potential heat as will dissolve away this 
debt like tho sun nponasnmmer'a snow. 
Fortunately foi tho government its 
policy has stood for judgment before the 
moat severe critic to which its conduct 
could be Bubmilted— namely, tho monev 
market of the world. And what ia the 
verdict? Why, sir, the money market 
ia ready to lend to this government all 
the money it requires at 3 per cent, 
interest, and Biilish Columbia inscribed 
stock now raiika second in the colonial 
securities of the world. 

We are content with that verdict. 
Indeed the jiolicy of the government 
in the grave crisis, wdiicli the civilized 
world haa been passing through, may 
rea.sonahly bo compared with the case of 
a man, who, seeing his friend struggling 
in the water, jilungea in with all hia 
clothes upon liiin ami rescues hia friend 
from drowniiii;. Wlien a bystaniler 
comes ui) and surveying the dripiiing 
reaeuer exchiiniB, " (See, how you have 
spoiled your gold watch !" And he re- 
lilies, " That ia true, but I have saved 
my friend." 

So, when, in this grave crisis which 
we lmve been piisaing through tho oppo- 
sition taunts thegovernmont by exclaim- 
ing. "See, how you have spoiled tlu! 
appeuiance of your balance sheet," we 
reply, " Yes, that is true — hiu — we have 
saved the iieople in the hour of their 
need." 

Mit. SwoHii (U'iticised the expenditure 
of the government during recent years, 
notably that upon the new buildings 
here, which he characterized as wholly 
unnecessary extravagance. Dealing 
with the public accounts for IStM-Oo, 
mentioned at the ()|iening of tlu^ budget 
speech, he criticised the action of tlie 
government in paying to the Xakusp- 
Slociin railway company interest for om- 
year upon the amount they had de- 
posited as security for the guarantee of 
their bonds. He urged that the oirice of 
Agent-General in London be altogether 
abolished. He thought that a good 
deal of the roadwork expenditure 
is wasted, and hoped that better sup- 
ervision will bo exercised in future. 
He noted that there is nothing in the 
estimates to show how much ia to he 
called for for the completion of the par- 
liament iMiihlingH, as he fell sure that 
they will not be completiMl for tlu! $100,- 
01)0 yet remaining cuit of the loan. He 
protested against tlie feeling which ap- 
pears to be growing Uj) tiiat in the mat- 
ter of roads, streets and bridges there 
should be no expenditure within the 
municipalities, and put in a plea esjieci- 
ciully for the newdy formed outlying mu- 
nicipalities. 

Ilo.N. Mit. Mautin reminded the mem- 
ber who had just spoken that when the 
proposal for the new parliament buikl - 
ings was before the house he (Mr. Mar- 
tin) had opposed it with all his might, 
while the then leader of the oppoaitioti, 
of whom Mr. Sword was a follower at 
that time, held lU) both liands foi-it. 
He ileiiied that there is not sudicient 
money uii hand to complete the build- 
ings, so far us contracts originally let are 
concerned, though it had been found 
necessary to let some small contracts in 
addition, including the electric lighlimr, 
and pulling in a telephone system. It 
ia ail very well for the opposition to 
come here and preacli retrenchment and 
decreaseil taxation, Init at the same time 
they come to the lands and works de- 
partment with reiiuisitions a yard long 
for jiublic works wauled in their dis- 
tricts, for they appear to think that the 
rctrenclinient they preach is all right 
only wdien practised somewhere else. To 
show that the returns as well as the ex- 
penditure of the lamia and works de- 
partment are increasing, he stated that 
the revenue collected at the office in Vic- 
toria was for 1804 $73,487 ; and for 1805, 
$SS,;:!15. 

ill!. Kiui) contended for a creater re- 
duction than had been made in jirovin- 
cial salaries, ile criliciaed the claim of 
the goveriiment that the debt had been 
incurred for the purpoaeof public works, 
conlrasling the expenditure fortius |nir- 
pose with Ihedelicita annually occurring. 

Mil. Kk.mnkdy rejoiced to hear that the 
ministers' salaries are to be reduced, 
and he hoped that some of their other 
allowances would be cut oil' too. 

Mk. Adams agreed with whatliad been 
said by Mr. Sword as to the better re- 
sults that miglit be obtained fnaii the 
road expenditure, and he thought the 
Chief Commissioner would soon he able 
to tell the house that something is to be 
done in this direction.

tors, lie could only surmise that in 
financing the contract for Ihehile .Mr. 
Adams the hank wi:re in a hole ami the 
government came to their rescue by 
making them a present of $10,000 and 
loaning them .$8,200 afterwards. 

Mh. Macpherson deplored that he 
had to charge thegovernmont with gross 
political immorality in the treatment of 
till! several constituencies; and that 
Iniving sown the wind the whirlwind ia 
now upon tlieni. .A :ter half an hour he 
moved till! adjournment of the debate, 
which was adeeil to.

CANADA IxN ENGLAND. 

Hon. Dr. Montague on the School Question 
—He Invites a British Commission 
on the Cattle Embargo. 

London-, ^^lu■cll 28. — Hun. Dr. Mon- 
tague, the CiUKiilinn minister of ai,'riL'iil- 
ture, wlio is now in thi.'j city, Hiiid to ii 
representative of tlio As.soeiated Press 
to-diiy thiit the Dominion government 
did not desire to coerce Manitoha iitnin 
the school question, aud lioped, iia now- 
appeared liliely, that a mutually satisfac- 
tory settlement will shortly be reached. 
l?he Dominion govern mailt, Dr. Montafjiie 
added, was much disappointed at the 
bill of Mr. Walter-Loufr, tlie president of 
the board of agriculture, for the perma- 
nent exclusion of Caiuidian anci oilier 
c.ittio, especially as it had been e.>k|)OCted 
that the embargo on Canadian cattle 
would he entirely removed, as, accord- 
ing to the Canadian minister of agricul- 
ture, the Canadian cuttle are ah.sohitely 
free from disease. 

Continuing, Dr. Montague said; "1 
had a long coiiversatiun on the suhject 
during the week with tlic sei'i clary of 
state for tlic ('(iloniea, Mr. .Josej)!! Cliani- 
beriain. arul I again urged him, as 1 
have rejieatedly urged other i)rorniiieiit 
people here, to adopt my suggestion of 
sending a British commission to Cinada 
with instructions to make a thorough ex- 
amination of the Canaduin herds. The 
gwernment is heartily willing to bear 
all the expenses of such a commission 
and Arili do eveiything [wssible in order 
to enable it to make its examinations as 
thorough and complete as desired, lint 
Mr. Chamberlain refused. In my o])in- 
i )n the ellVct of Mr. Long's bill willjiroh- 
ably be to injure instead of benelit the 
British farmers, as it will undonhteilly 
increasi' the trade if cattle are killeil at 
the i>()i ts uf arrival. In t lie meanwhile 
the iiaH>age ol the hill will not encnui'age 
Canada to hope that the matter will he 
reconsidered, altiio'.igh I shall see Mr. 
Chanihcrlaiii again on the sulijei't." 

Dr. Montague thought that the bill 
providing for the marUintr uf foreign 
prL.du<'e, if it was fnund to he workable, 
would be an ailvantage to Canada, and 
he instanced .American tilled cheese, 
which he said was solil in Great Uritain 
as Canadian cheese, while the latter was 
much superior to it. 

I ti an article dealing with the bill for 
the exclusion of foreiRn cattle, ihc 
Times to-day says it (laniiot be su|iposed 
that any form of Imperial fedeiaiion 
would compel I'.ritain to receive callli- 
from a cohmy where disc-ased catlli' ai-e 
supposed to exi.Ht, or that the declaiing 
of free trade could be srrel-'hed so far 
as to cover the importation of jjleuro. 



FRENCH POLITICAL CHANGKS. 

Resignation of til L- minister of ForLii;n Al- 
fafa«— The Anglo-Egyptian yues- 
tion the Cause. 

Paris, March 28.— M. Berthelol, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, has resigned on 
the grounds of ill health and family 
reasons. 

Le I'aris says there was a bit- 
ter discussion between M. llerthe- 
lot and M. Bourgeois at a cabinet 
council held this morning. Dispatches 
of the gravest chariicter were received, 
and M. Jiourgeois reproached ^L 
Berthelot with having iiusnianageil the 
Anglo- Kgyptian question, hence the re- 
siiinution of the minister of foreign 
ailairs. 

La Liberie alleges that the cabinet 
got rid of M. Herthelot becan.-'e his 
handling of foreign alhiirs was tlislaste- 
[ul to the majority of the chainln'r and 
conchKled by pointing (jut that M. Hour- 
geoiu identified himself with M. Berthe- 
lot's policy and was equally responsible. 

Le Soir says that Prenuer M. Bour- 
geois, who has just been agreed upon as 
successor to M. Berthelot as minister of 
foreign aflfairs, and M. Doumer, the 
minister of finance, who 1ms iissumed 
the duties of minister of the interior, 
just vacated by M. Bourgeois, and M. 
Jj(i(diroy, minister of marine, held a long 
conference to-night, tin; subject nnder 
discuasion being th(! lOu'Vptian (|n;stion 
and [lending ditliculties in the 
tield of f(jreign political all'iiirs. 
The presence at the confei-ence of .M . 
Loidc(M'oy, the minister of marine, was 
much commented upon, it b(dng slated 
that important measures had been 
adopte<l, even the extreme of placing 
the French licet in a condition of readi- 
ness for all emergencies having \ivAin 
agreeil oti. These r(^p(jrts, ho\vcver, are 
not conlirmed. The annoiuicenient is 
made that M. Sarricii has declined the 
portfolio of minister of the interior.

IN PEACE, AT BJEST, WITH GOD. 

Right Rev, Bishop jUmmena R«r«rs ill Fit' 
ting Terms to the toss Sustained b5^ the 
Community |n Mn, Da—^j-.g jjeaOi. 

The feering.s of the entire community 
with reference to the loss sustained by 
the city in the recent death of Mrs. 
Theodore Davie, wlpjse funeral took 
phiee on Thursday, were very feelingly 
ex])ressed on that occasion by Kt. Kev. 
Lisnop Lemmeiis, in the course of his 
sermon at .St. Andrew's cathedral. His 
Lordship said : 

" Beloved brethren, the occasion that 
has brought us together this morning is 
one of unusual sadness and solemnity. 
We are here to give back to earth the 
mortal remains of one whose premature 
death has filled the whole community 
with grief and sorrow, and sympathy for 
the bereaved family, for she was held in 
great esteem for her excellent <|ualities 
and many virtues. It is not to praise the 
deail hut to pray for them 
that the church lias urderetl ii(;r S(.ilcniu 
funeral rites. Yet it may be permitted 
us to utter a word of mourning and 
praise of a life ol dutifulness and |>urily 
and laithlulness to tiod. The pri'sence 
here of this large congregation and the 
numerous expressions of sorrou' and 
sympathy that have Ibjwetl in from all 
sides an(f reached her alUicted relatives, 
show tlie high esteem in which she was 
held and how wide was the cnrcle of 
friends to wdiom she had endeared her- 
self. Yet she did not seek to he known. 

" We can bear witness that the subtle 
vanity of shining in society had no se- 
ductions for her, and the contagion of 
worklliness, of riches and of fashion 
tainted not her virtue nor spoiled her 
singleness of heart. Without ostonta 
tion she rose above these vanities 
ami left us a shining example of geiiuiiu 
piety aud of a blameless life hy tin 
faitliful discharge of the duties uf a 
Christian wife and a Christian mother. 
The inannerof hertloaih also is not want- 
ing in edifying traits. What a ri(di 
fund of earnest faith and intelligent 
piety is revealed to us in her anxious m- 
(lUiry Irom the j)rieHt wdio attended her 
in her last hour "whether lie had 
brought the blessed sacrament," be- 
cause then! was not time for him to ri; 
turn, and how great her joy when as 
ssured that this, her ])ioii8 wish, was to 
begratitied!

When 
as in the [iresent case, that death is as 
beautiful and holy as the life which it 
closes, death indeed loses its sting and 
bitterness; and for the dear ones she 
leaves behind, though their tears may 
tlow and a deep sorrow fill their breasts, 
yet there is no hitternesH in their grief, 
nojrebellious tlioiight in their mitnl, but 
a sweet consolation born of thai 
conlident Christian hone which is 
an adequate remedy for all earthly 
alllictions, and this hope is all 
the more comforting because of 
our belief in the Communion of Saints, 
that Ijeauliful and consoling teaching of 
Christ iaiiity which, by many, is so lit I le 
niiiUu-stuo.r.

(Jlirist, and there exists between them a 
real and intimate coniiiainion by viiiip' 
oi which they may benelit one another 
hy their prayers and good works; fur 
( iod , their coinnion l''ather, iias willed 
that brotherly love should be the chief 
characteristic that is to distinguish libs 
true children. 

" We have the Saviour's wortl for it 
that what we do for one another He ac- 
counts it as dune to Hinisfdf ; and so it is 
that by <iur prayers and sacrifices we ran 
binielit our brethren, the iiienibers of the 
suH'ering idiiindi in piunalory.

FRANCE AND MADAGASCAR. 

The Commercial Claims Raised by the French

reuard to the annulling of the existin 
treaties with Madagascar, that it was a 
sabj''ct of extreme importance, and when 
the government had received offlcial 
notice of it, ho said, they would take 
proper ste])s to |>rotcct British in 
tevi'sls. The French government, 
in its ollicial note, states that France 
occupies in .Madagascar a special posi 
tion, and that it is entitled to spei'ial 
treatment in consequence. France wi 
accordingly grant to tireat liritain in 
Madagascar tlie benelit of the most fav 
ored nation clause so faras othernation 
are concerni'd. l-^-ance will not, how- 
ever, give ( i real liritain the benefit of 
the most favored nation clause if it i 
interpreted to mean that Great Britain 
will be accorded the same commercia' 
rights in Madagascar as are accorded to 
the French government. F>ance, in 
other words, will insist upon being the 
" most favored nation."
